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Knowles on fraud

"There Is no efficient method to expose fraudulent loan 
claims," says Dr. E. Clifford Knowles, McGill's representative on 
the Provincial Committee for loans and Bursaries. 



Dr. Knowlcs' statement was in 
reference to an alleged fraud of 
between $2 to $3 million dollars 
in government aid to students. 

The Education Department ex* 
pccts claims to double ttiis year 
in proportion to tlie amount of. 
aid being granted. Some;''48,67S 
students will receive 118,500,000; 
in bursaries starting Fèbruary 1.' 

Asked what measures have 
been taken to relieve the situa- 
tion, Knowles said, "In 1065, 
former Education Minister Paul 
Gerin-Lajoie promised the Legis- 
lative Assembly a|formula which 
would limit fraudulent claims . . . 
but there have tieen no remedial 
consequences.

"The problem is," Khowlo^ 
continued, "that nobody has ac- 
cess to the! tax statements of the 
individual."

Lajoic was refused access to the 
income tax- files. 

When questioned as to wh^ 
ther he had any suggestions dc?! 
signed to eliminate fraud, Dr. 
Knowles hesitated. "Yes," he 
said, "but I don't want to publish^ 
them right now. These theories' 
have to develop to cover ail loo- 
pholes." . 

Education H i n i s t e r^ein^ 
Jacques Bertrand has failed to 
produce an enlarged program to 
curb fraudulent claims. He has 
stated in the past, "We have to 
assume, after. «11, that the stu- 
dents and their parents are 
honest". 

Commenting on the verifica- 
tion of applications for student 
aid, Knowles said, "The govern- 
i ment employs a credit ;bureaii:i 
However, not all forms can ' be' 
checked." 

Asked about punitive mea- 
sures for those guilty of fraud, 
Knowles said, "Mr. Joyai, Direct- 
or of the Department's student 
aid program, has said that a high- 
er authority must take measures 
against offenders and that it was 
not up to his department"

Students on U de M B de G 

A revised version of l'Université de Montréal's charter, 
now in the hands of the Education Department, proposes 
to include students and professors in the university's board 
of governors and senate. 



Paul Lacoste, U de M as- 
sociate vice-rector and chief 
architect, announced Tuesday 
that the new charter will per- 
mit students, graduates, pro. 
fessors and government repre- 
sentatives to become tnembers 
of the university board of- 
governors. 

A 70-member senate, includ- 
ing deans, professors and stu> 
dents, will also be created to. 
nominate the rector and ap^ 
.prove major decisions. • 

ITie new charter, which 
must be approved first by the 
Legislative Assembly, will 
transform the university into 
a democratic and secular pu- 
blic institution, wlth.^ a decen- 
tralized administration, ac- 
cording to rector Roger Gau- 
dry. 

Eight members of the board 
of governors will be appoint- 
ed by the government, two by 
the archbishop of Montreal, 



two by the graduates, two by 
the students, and five by the 
professors. 

.Lacoste said that two stu- 
dents holding the equivalent 
of a BA Honors degree "will 
be appointed after consulta- 
tion with student representa- 
tives". 

The government may ap- 
point civil servants or repre- 
sentatives - from various social 
^ups. ' 

.Professors will ^e associat- 
ed with the administration of- 
flciaUy for the first time 
through their five seats on the. 
board. 

All members except the 
rector will have a four-year 
mandate, renewable only once. 

•Lacoste added that "because 
it allows for considerable de- 
legation of power ^the charter 
will make the university into 
a public institution which be- 
longs to the community". 



Provincial study of regional schools 

A white paper, which could result in a major reorganization of the existing' regional 
school system, will be presented by the Department of Education in early April. 



The publication of the paper, 
the third in the (series, "Docu- 
ment on Education", will probab- 
ly recommend increasing the 
nunil>er of Catholic regional 
secondary, schools from 55 to 62 
or 63. 

Those opposing the plan claim 
that the formation of the new 
zones is due to the lobbying of 
certain politicians seeking in- 
fluence for their ridings, in the 
field of . education. 

Other department officials fear 
the white paper might be a back- 
ward move because It reduces 
the necessary numl>er of students 
for the operation 'of an efficient 
course option system witMn an 
individual school. . , 

The department claims that a 
school';,, population under 1500 
would V make the option - system 
unfeasible, and also expensive 
for taxpayers to support the cost 
of essential equipment 

Education Minister Bertrand 
said the white paper would be 
a complete study of the existing 
55 regional boards^ and contain 
recommendations to improve the 
system. He explaitied that the' 
study was ordered^aftiNrJa^num- 
ber of complai njiÉB«e^' riéceived 
from rural 



amount of time students were 
spending travelling to and- from 
the composite high schools, in- 
troduced by former Education 
Minister Paul Gérin-Lajoie. 

A study is being conducted 
into the effects of these long bus

Jack boots and note books 

At 4 am on Tuesday December 13, 
1966, Central University of Venezuela (UCV) 
was. seized by the military forces of the 
country, in the grey, anonymous light of 
early dawn 2500 soldiers armed with sub- 
machine guns walked onto the University 
campus and proceeded to occupy all the 
buildings, including the student residences. 
Everything was carried out with the effi- 
ciency and the precision afforded by com- 
plete surprise. Throughout the whole oper- 
ation, the troops met with very little resist- 
ance, even when they marched into the 
student residences and proceeded to arrest 
the 700 students occupying them at the 
time. 

The military action against the uni- 
versity was ordered by the Venezuelan 
Government, siipposedly to put an end to 



the "subversive and criminal activities" tak- 
ing place within the campus. In effect the 
occupying forces discovered several tons of 
leflist propaganda materials, several 
hundred rounds of ammunition, numerous 
rifles, several grenades, some explosive ma- 
terials and 19 submachine guns. Unfortunat- 
ely for the academic community,- the evi- 
dence found leaves little doubt that the 
university was being used by some students 
as an unofficial headquarters from which 
to plan and carry out acts of violence 
against the government. 

The unfortunate Mr. Leoni is no fascist, 
and for the most part the extremely inept 
government over which he presides shares 
his ambition for mediocrity; The never 
changing, omnipresent military machine 
gave Leoni the word. It was in Leoni's best 
interests to act quickly, and he did. 

Perhaps some of the blame for what : 



has happened can be 'placed oh the overly 
fanatical student activists who smuggleà In 
the arms and explosives with little regard 
for the aims and ideals of the university 
itself, and eVen less regard for the conse- 
quences of their actions. The net result, at 
any rate, was that the powerful neo-fascist 
military apparatus, was finally given the 
opportunity of fulfilling a cherished drtqmt 
that of forcefully seizing the University. 

The official position of the university 
authorities, as stated by Dr. Raul Garcla- 
Grocha, Dean of Dentistry, is that the pre- 
sence of armed troops wjthin the university 
campus is absolutely incompatible with the 
normal functioning of the university. There 
have not been moss resignations yet from 
members of the academic or administrative 
staffs, and the university authorities are 
currently engaged in intense discussions 
with Leoni's government to seek, the im- 
niedlate withdrawal of the troops from the 
campus. 

However, things are not that simple. 
It has been nearly a month since the troops 
first set foot on campus and they show no 
signs of leaving (all lectures have been sus- 
pended during this time.) The army is the 
army, and it holds all the cgrds right now. 
The military Intervention of the university 
plays right^into • the hands of the most vi- 
ciously reciietionary elements of the seml- 
feudalistlc society, and these forces have 
now actively entered the "anti-university" 
battle. Asking the troops to leave the 
campus might turn out to be like asking 
Johnsonitoigét>;oùt/of^/[fo^

Students getting ^'damn raw deal" 

The Students' Council of the University of Western Ontario Is reportedly disappointed 
and upset over their Board of Governors' attitude towards student participation In decision- 
making. 




Last month Student Council- 
lors had proposed that students 
and other interested groups, be 
represented on the Senate-Board 
liaison committee which will re- 
commend changes in Western's 
constitution. 

This wecic they were informed 
that sub-committees were being 
set up to discuss individual to- 
. pics, with the possibility of stud- 
ent membership on ihese com- 
mittees. But there was no men- 
tion of expanding the main liai- 
son committee. 

"It's a very, very disheartening 
situation," according to West- 
em's Students' Council president 
John Patriclc. He feels the 
Board hasn't realized the Coun- 
cil's main ' contention, that all 
university members should . par- 
ticipate in its governing. 

"As far as Vm concerned, 
students arc getting a damn raw 
deal," said Council Vice-Pres- 
ident Roger Oatley.' He feels 
student interest can be aroused 
once the issues are known. 

To publicize these issues, the 
Students' Council is planning to 
distribute a pamphlet to students, 
with the ultimate aim of form- 
ing an action group from stud- 
ents. 

Coitncil-member Bob Weese 
suspects the Board feels student 
leaders are not really sincere 



and determined. Students at 
Western, he said, "are treated 
more or less as little children who 
have something to malce trouble 
over." 

Prof. R. W. Packer, Faculty 
Associatldn' chairman, said the 



faculty backs broadening of the 
liaison committee membership. 

He pointed out that the move- 
ment for university government 
reform in Canada came from 
faculty rather than students or 
alumnL

''Religion is wisdom" - Kaplan

Or. Mordecai Kaplan Ibsl night suggested that all Jews should be catalogued In à register 
as a means of definitively establishing the uniqueness of the Jewish people. 



In an address sponsored by 
the HiUel Foundation, the found- 
er of the Reconstnictionist move- 
ment and eminent Jewish scholar 
warned a Leacocic Auditorium 
audience that a "crisis in values" 
exists among the Jewish people. 

"The Jews don't know wiio or 
what they arc", Dr. Kaplan said. 

At the root of this confusion. 
Dr. Kaplan maintained, lies eon- 
fusion about the. role that reli- 
gion should assume In Jewish 
life. Dr. Kaplan said that "the 
function of religion is to promote 
the health of an organic society". 

The cataloguing procedure was 
advocated as an aid In the main- 
tenance of order In Jewish socie- 
ty. He also asserted the necessity 
of belief in God in the mainte- 
nance of this order, saying that 
God is to the organic society 



what the mind is to the indivi- 
dual. 

'Dr. Kaplan labelled philosophy 
as "only another mythology", and 
dismissed Kant's Critique of 
Pure Reason as "ridiculous". 

He said that Jewish religion 
must be based on "authentic ex- 
perience" and that religion based 
on faith alone was "wishful think- 
ing". 

Dr. Kaplan said that a balance 
must be struck between the 
drive necessary for a human 
sense of respect and the need 
for responsible action on the 
part of the individual. The motiv- 
ation for the achievement of this 
balance .comes from a transcen- 
dent source, he aald.^ 



.In' the final analysis, Dr. Ka- 
plan said, religion is wisdom, 
the "first quality the human 
mind exhibits" and the essential 
ingredient in a healthy society.
